England isin this, as in most 
other modern inventions, hopelessly behind 
other countries. The telephone system now 
in the hands of the National Telephone com- 
pany is both expensive and gives bad serv- 
ice. In London it is still almost entirely con- 
fined to business offices, and its use in pri- 
vate houses fs almost unknown. The long 
distance service is execrable. ‘The National 
compang, in the first place, is controlled by 
government red tape, and, secondly, it 
bad wires, and the whole system is made up 
on the principle that the government will 
eventually. buy up the company at 4 higit 
price. In the meantime, since the govern~ 
ment controls the telegraph system, the 
telephone company is not allowed to re 
pete with the telegraph. | 

Rates Extremely High. | 

Not only are long distance rates fright: 
fully expensive, but many absurd restric 
tfons are enforced. As, for instance, the 
cable companies may not accept message! 
over the telephone lest the telegraph comr 
pany should lose thereby. Accordingly | 
even when the telegraph is closed, a5 is. 
usual in the country after a certin hour, no 
one desiring to cable could do so by means

will be made with greater frequency, since 
a euitable method of trial and commitment 
is provided.. 
Judge Tuthill is regarded by the friends 
of the juvenile court as an excellent man 
i, the work. He has served as one of the 
ustees of the Waifs’ Mission and has been 
recognized as a friend of the children whom 
it is intended to reach by the new law. 
| “TI regard Judge Tuthill as an excellent

interested in the dependent and delinquent 
children but to be well informed upon their 
needs."’ 
» Judge Tuthill announced that he would 
hold a conference within the next few days

. ‘What the New Law Provides. 


,., By the Rrovielons of the law no child under 
‘12 years age can be held in a police sta- 


tion. A goom for the detention of children . 


must be provided. The law also provides 
that under the age of 12 there shall be no 


--~-"‘erresis, but that the child shall be brought 


nto court upon summons. In case the 
parent or guardian of the child ignores the. 
summons he may be arrested for contempt 
of court. In the case of neglected children 
without parent or guardian the offender may 
be taken in charge by an officer and deliv- 

s@red by the court to one of the probation 
officers legalized by the law. 

. Probation officers have been doing volun- 
tary and legally unrecognized work in the 
police stations for several years. Under the 

t juvenile court law their services continue 

to be voluntary and without remuneration, 

but they are recognized as agents to whom 
the court can intrust a child without parent 
or guardian and from whom the responsibil- 
ity of parent or guardian can be demanded. 

The court provides for both dependent and 

“@elinquent children, by the former being 

understood children not guilty of offenses 
but without oversight and in need ofit. The 
court is authorized to use its own judgment 
as to commitment. The child can be re- 
leased upon the responsibility of the proba- 
tion officer, it can be committed to the in- 
dustrial schools or to Pontiac, or may be 

‘Bent to the John Worthy School. All of- 
Tenses of whatever character committed 
by children under the age of 16 years come 
under the provisions of the law, which is 
modeled upon the Massachusetts law for 
the same purpose.

“I shall have a conference with the mem- 
bers of clubs interested in the court,” said 
‘Judge Tuthill, then -I shall be better 
able to say just what will be the method and 
purposes of the court. The law provides that 
the court shall be opened by July 1.

eveland, O., June 20.—[Special.]—It has 
Bn and, day of mob rule in Cleveland. 
The police force today was entirely inade- 
quate to afford the Big Consolidated Street 
railway company pretection for the opera- 
tion of its cars. Scores of cars without po- 
lice protection have been stoned, and during 
the afternoon two lines abandoned all at- 
tempts to operate. 

The motorman of a cross-town car, who 
was attacked, fired into the mob and wound- ) 
ed a man in the leg. 

There is a possibility that a nottlomeut 
may be reached tomorrow on the basis of the 
return to work of such men as have not 
been concerned in the destruction of the 
company’s property. 

The absence of the police was responsible 
for the disturbance at the corner of Water 
and St. Clair streets shortly after1o ‘clock 
and which nearly resulted in a repetition of 
last Friday's riot. The poljce arrived a half 
hour after the affair occurred and too late 
to be of any service or to make arrests. 
 & cross-town car was attacked at Quincy 
street by a mob of 100. The car was not ac- 
companied by polic¢.. The track had been 
Plockaded with large ‘building, stones taken 
from a new building near by. When the 
motorman and conductor left the car to re- 
move the obstructions the gang in the vicin- 
ity sallied out of its hiding places, yelling 
and throwing rocks and eggs. The con- 
ductor sueceeded in boarding the car first, 
but the crowd closed in on the motorman. 


Motorman Uses Revolver. 

He tried to defend himself, but the stones 
and missiles of all kinds flew about his head, 
and, driven to desperatién, he drew his re- 
volver and fired three times at his tor- 
mentors. The third shot took effect in the 
left leg of George Berg, 543 Central avenue. 
The motorman then boarded the car and 
s~hastened to the Wilson avenue barns. There 
he was‘arrested, charged with shooting with 
intent to kill. His name is Charles- Webster 
of Grand Rapids. 

A. W. Weigel, a mail carrier, was knocked 
‘penseless by a missile hurled by an unknown 
person, and is in a serious condition. 

A dozen men boarded a Wade Park car 
near Lindus avenue. The motorman was 
Gragged from the car and beaten. He was 
. carried to Doan street, and when his as- 
sailants left him he was more dead than 
alive. He was in an unconscious condition, 
He was beaten with stones and clubs. The 
crowd left him and chased the conductor. 


_ While this was going on the motorman re- > 
' @overed sufficiently to reach his car. . He 


turned on the current and speeded down- 
town at a rapid rate. 


Other Cars Attacked. 

At 10:30 an east-bound Euclid avenue car 
Was stoned near Anndale avenue. Threc 
women and a girl were passengers on the 
car. which was anopenone. They narrowly 
escaped being hurt. Stones whistled — 
their heads. 

A&A Cedar avenue car was mobbed in 

Clair and Water streets this afternoon. A 


large number of shop girls participated in - 


the rioting. It was attacked from upper 
windows of the shops by a volley of missiles, 
bottles and china. Stones and bricks were 
also hurled, and every window in the car 
Was smashed. 

The cars on the Scovill avenue line ceased 
to run after noon, as no crews could be fouhd 
who dared to run them. Two cars were 
boarded and the men in charge of the cars 

badly beaten. The first assault was com- 

mitted by. five men. Who boarded the car in 
the vicinity of Case avenue and paid their 
fares. As the car neared Perry street the 
men attacked the motorman and conductor 
and beat them cruelly. The men returned 
to the Willson avenue barns, bleeding from 
a dozen wounds about the head and face. A 
billy or brass knuckles had been used. The 
assistance of a physician was required. The 
track was strewn from Case avenue to 
- Perry street with gaspipe, stones, and other 
obstructions.

a settlement. The strikers presented their 
statement in writing of the position they 
occupy at present in the controversy.~ The 
Street car company was represented by 
President Everétt and Directors Stanley, 
rmon, and Andrews. The company list- 
“ened to the reading of the strikers’ state- 


ment and will present its Statement to- | 


morrow. 

All the men now ask is their reinstatement. 
President Everett thinks the concessions 
made by the men make it possible for an 
agreement to be reached shortly, providing 
the company decides to take back the old 
men. In their statement the strikers stated 
the company did not have to take back any 
strikers who can be proved to have de- 
stroyed any of the company’ S property. 


Foundrymen Strike in Sympathy.

cause the company declined to discharge the 
foreman of one of the departments who rode 
on a@ street car operated by non-union men.
